When I look at pictures of myself, taken early in my experience at Gould, I realize how much I have grown and changed, 
r ot only physically, but also mentally as a person in the last couple of years. I arrived at Gould Academy in Maine without any idea of 
v.hat to expect because that was the first time I had ever been in the United States in entire my life. Everything was new, everything. 

hich I did not expect happened to me I entered my second year of high school as a seventeen year-old who was thousands and 
w ousands of miles from home, Japan, and was a new member of the Junior Class. These pictures show me doing what was most 
p portant in my life at the time: studying different languages and arts, learning American culture with American friends, struggling with 
English, fighting against discrimination. The time at Gould Academy was the hardest time in my entire life, but those experiences 
definitely helped me to grow intellectually, personally and academically. 

If there is one common occurrence, which takes place for every single person in the diverse student body at Gould 
Academy, it is that we all grow up much faster for having lived there I do not know whether this speeding up of the maturing process 
Is generally good or bad. but I definitely have benefited. Meeting with American people was probably the best benefit in my life. Each 
person totally looks different and yet always positive, and passionate. People and students at Gould Academy always teach and help 
me discover my thoughts and things that I really need. What I really appreciate is that they listen to all my ideas and feelings and they 
also try to communicate with me. 

Meanwhile, the classroom has become a whole different world for me. At first, the teachers and students alike preached 
the importance of learning, but it seemed obvious that their most important concern was grades. This confused me that teachers looked 
as if they only cared about grades and honors. In some classes teachers genuinely believe that learning is the most important objective 
and encourage us to collaborate with each other and make use of all resources. In fact, in English class this year, they built a more 
student-based course. This was especially hard for international students because of the academic level and language. However, I was 
working hard so I could see a bit of achievement in this class. This improvement influenced my other classes. Whether in Calculus or 
English; I am required to approach every problem and idea independently and creatively rather than just to regurgitate the teacher's 
words. In discussion with fellow students, both inside and outside of class, the complex thoughts flowing through everyone's brains are 
evident. 

I also believe that the most important concepts that I have espoused in being independent of my parents for half of each 
year, deal with being a cosmopolitan person. The school's faculty and students are conscious about keeping all of the kids' attention 
from being based only on the school. One group or another brings issues of global concern forth. Along with being more aware of issues 
of importance. I realize my personality has evolved. First, my mannerism has changed: the school stresses giving respect to everyone 
and everything. A former English teacher often said, "Character can be measured not by one's interaction with people who are better 
off than him or herself, but by one's interactions with those who are worse off." Basically, if I have an opinion about something, it is wrong 
not to voice that opinion. Of course, being obnoxious is not the idea. The key is to become a master of communication with teachers, 
fellow students, all of whom are a part of the community, and as importantly, with those who are outside of the school. 

I do not want to make Gould Academy sound as if It produces perfect students, because it actually does not. But the school 
deserves a lot of credit for its efforts. Often, some part of the mold does remain. As the college experience approaches. I am still the 
same person, only modified to better maximize my talents. However. I still have some time to play Track and visit with my friends. Perhaps 
one of the few similarities between these photographs and me now Is my smile.
